For the Year ending March 1, 1887. 


SCHOOL NO. 1—SPRING TERM. 


The register shows that the deportment of the school was good. 
Those who were not tardy during the term, as shown by the roll of> 
honor, are Georgie A. Huntoon, Josie M. Huntoon, Gertrude E. Hun- 
toon, Carrie L. Thurber, Clara L. Thurber, Ina S. Pierce, Adell T. 
Millen, Mary E. York, Ida M. Endicott, Willie F. Gilman and Fred L. 
Gilman. Two visits by a member of the school board, and 15 by par- 
ents and citizens. Miss Foster had the rare good fortune of gaining 
the good will of the scholars and parents of the district, and possessed 
those qualifications essential in a good teacher. Her term of school 
was a success. 


WINTER TERM. 


School No. 8 was united with this school previous to the commence- 
ment of the winter term, No. 1 house having been removed to the cen- 
ter of the enlarged district. This term was taught by Herbert Fs 
Quimby, an under-graduate of the Vermont University. Two visits by 
a member of the school board, ten by parents and citizens. Deport- 
ment good. Roll of honor, Gertie E. Huntoon, Ida M. Endicott, Clara 
L. Thurber, Carrie L. Thurber, Adell F. Millen, Harris Thurber, Wil- 
lie E. York, Willie F. Gilman. This was Mr. Quimby’s first school. 
He has taught a good school. His government was mild but firm, all 
the scholars yielding willingly to his authority.

Mrs. Hawkins is an experienced teacher and the schol- 
ars made excellent improvement under her instruction as the examina- 
tion at the close of the term showed. 
NO. 3 SCHOOL, SPRING TERM. 


Two visits by members of the school boord; by others 4. Roll of 
honor—Fred M. Bailey and James H. Dunlap. The school was too 
small to be at its best. This, however, seemed to be its only fault. 

FALL TERM. 

Pupils came in from other sections, increasing the. membership to 
19. Visits by members of the board, three, by others, 13. At the ex- - 
amination the scholars seemed somewhat abashed by the presence of 
visitors, and did not fully do themselves and their teacher justice. I 
visited the’school a few days before and listened to some perfect 
recitations conducted with that briskness and vivacity which is too 
often lacking in our school rooms. Roll of Honor—Florence KE. Luf- 
kin, Ina M. LaClair, Grace E. Alexander, James H. Dunlap, Fred M. 
Bailey. Miss Johnson’s literary qualifications are superior, and she 
makes friends of her pupils. 

SCHOOL NO. 4. SPRING TERM. 

Visits by member of board, 2; by others, 4. Roll of Honor—Flor- 
ence E. Lufkin, Cordelia Baraby, Clara M. Jennings, Grace E. Alex- 
ander, Carl E. Alexander, George A. Jennings, and Millard F. Barney. 
A trifling neighborhood unpleasantness, for which Miss Lufkin was ia 
no way responsible, made the dicipline of the school very troublesome. 
Miss Lufkin worked faithfully and the examination well attested the 
thoroughness of her drill. The promptness of the entire school in 
answering scores of oral questions on points of miscellaneous informa - 
tion was very pleasing. 

FALL TERM. 

Visits by member of board, 2; by others, 5. Roll of Honor—Clara 
M. Jennings. Deportment much improved. Mrs. Quimby combines 
excellent management with a persistent aim at thoroughness, and her 
schools always respond well to her efforts. 

SCHOOL NO. 5. SPRING AND FALL TERMS 

As this school varied but little we will report the two terms together. 
All the scholars belong to the Roll of Honor, no one having missed 
even a half-day: Laura L. Judkins, Grace J. Judkins, Eliza A. Rum- 
rill, Emma J. Rumrill, Edward J. Rumrill, Walter H. Rumrill, Joseph 
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M. Judkins. The best record of attendance we have seen. Mrs. Jud- 
kins taught both terms to the entire satisfaction of the parents and 
the visiting member of the board. Visits by member of board 3; by 
others, 8. 


SCHOOL NO. 6. SPRING TERM. 


No. of visits by members of board, 2; by others, 6. Roll of Honor— 
Arthur Chambers, Willis J. C. Gove, George Harwood, John Loverin, 
Willie Wells, Almeda N. Whitmore, Carl E. Herrick and Eugene Jor- 
dan. For certain local reasons this school is not as advanced as some 
others in town, but it furnishes a great opportunity for hard work. 
Miss Marsh proved herself an excellent instructor, erring, if at all, in 
over-kindness in matters of dicipline. 

FALL TERM, 

Visits by member of board, 4; by others 4. This was Mr. Abbott’s 
first school. It hardly reached his ideal, and his disappointment re- 
acted upon the scholars fora time. Finally coming to a better mutual 
understanding, the school went on very prosperously. Mr. Abbott is 
a young man of good ability, and his method of simplifying and dem- 


onstrating clearly what he undertook to teach was exceptionally fine~- 
for a beginner. 


SCHOOL NO. 8. SPRING TERM.
